— In pursuance o£ clause (h) of the Notification of the 
Government ol India in the late Department of Commence, No 91-CW(l)/45, 
datxl the fil'd November 1945, the Central Government is pleased to direct 
that the foil iwing further amendments shall be made in the Open General 
Liconoo No. 4 published with the notification of the Government of India in 
the Ministry of Commerce No. 91-CW(4)/49, dated the 12th April 1949, 
namely: — 

To the hat of goods given in the said Open General Licence, the following 
shall bo added, namely: —

ix.xi. Photographic papers, plates and films, excluding — 

(i) Those used in X-Ray photography, and 

(ii) Cinema films. 

xxxii. Woollen ond worsted manufacture', (including blankets) 
xxxiii. Umbrellas and umbrella fittings, 
xxxiv. Confectionary. 

xxxv. Provisions and Oilman’s stores (except tinned milk and milk 
products). 

xxxvi. Small tools, all sorts, 
xxxvii. Abrasives, 
xxxvifi Bicycles, 
xxxix. Candles, 
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xl. Arsenic sulphide, acids, gases except Acetylinen and orude glycerine, 
xli. Crude drugs, 
xlii. Matches. 

xliii. Manufactures of plastic. 

xliv. Canvas shoes. 

xlv. Soaps and washing powders. 

xlvi. Stationery. 

xlvii. Textiles, the following-—
